The  Antrim  Planning  Board  was  re-activated  in  June 
of  this  year  and  at  this  time  suggested  to  the  Selectmen 
the  following  names  for  appointment:

Eleanor  Lane,  term  of  4  years 

Howard  Humphrey,  Sr.,  term  of  3  years 

Mildred  Dudley,  term  of  2  years 

Byron  Butterfield,  term  of  1  year 

These  members  were  elected  at  the  July  meeting  and 
Charles  Gilmore  was  appointed  to  represent  the  Select- 
men. 

The  Board  meets  on  the  3rd  Thursday  of  each  month 
and  eight  meetings  have  been  held. 

In  August  an  invitation  was  issued  through  the  Hills- 
boro  Messenger  and  the  Peterborough  Transcript  to  any- 
one wishing  to  attend  any  of  our  meetings,  with  ideas  and 
suggestions  to  present  to  the  Board,  would  be  most  wel- 
come. 

Housing,  land  development,  acceptance  of  new  streets, 
and  a  relocation  of  a  town  dump  have  been  the  main  topics 
for  discussion.  These  will  be  our  continued  projects  for 
the  coming  year. 

Meetings  in  Concord,  sponsored  by  the  University  of 
New  Hampshire,  pertaining  to  planning  and  development, 
were  attended  by  Harold  Grant,  Howard  Humphrey,  Sr., 
and  Byron  Butterfield.  As  a  result,  new  ideas,  particular- 
ly in  regard  to  specifications  for  new  developments,  have 
been  presented  to  this  Board  for  future  consideration. 

Antrim  Planning  Board 
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FOREST  FIRE  RECORD 

Fire  records  are  made  by  people  —  those  who  cause 
fires  and  those  who  control  them.  Your  forest  fire  warden, 
deputy  wardens,  fire  chief  and  firemen  have,  in  spite  of  a 
prolonged  drought,  made  one  of  the  best  fire  control  rec- 
ords in  recent  years.  Despite  a  very  dry  spring,  we  in  New 
Hampshire  working  together,  have  substantially  reduced 
our  fire  incidence  (885  in  1965  to  595  in  1966.) 

This  enviable  record  is  largely  due  to  two  factors: 

1.  A  closely  coordinated  and  integrated  state-town  or- 
ganization jointly  carrying  out  programs  of  forest  fire 
prevention,  training  and  suppression  with  dedicated  per- 
sonnel. 

2.  Your  appreciation  of  our  forest  fire  control  pro- 
gram and  your  individual  effort  in  practicing  fire  pre- 
vention. 

Statistics  show,  however,  there  is  room  for  improve- 
ment. Major  problems  are  still  with  us:  (1)  the  careless 
disposal  of  cigarettes;  (2)  the  householder's  carelessness 
in  burning  rubbish;  (3)  the  failure  of  woodlot  owners  and 
contractors  to  completely  extinguish  their  brush  burning 
fires;  (4)  failure  to  extinguish  camp  fires;  (5)  unsuper- 
vised children  playing  with  matches. 

New  Hampshire  has  4,339,000  acres  of  woodland  to  be 
protected.  In  1966  we  experienced  595  forest  fires  on  this 
area  and  restricted  acreage  burned  to  395  acres  ...  a  fine 
testimonial  to  the  efficiency  and  dedication  of  the  men 
who  make  up  our  forest  fire  control  organization. 

1.  If  you  must  burn  you  will  need  a  permit.  Permits 
are  not  issued  between  9:00  A.M.  and  5:00  P.M.  except  on 
rainy  days.  Permits  are  not  needed  when  the  ground  is 
covered  with  snow.  To  minimize  risk  the  best  way  to  dis- 
pose of  rubbish  is  at  your  authorized  town  or  municipal 
dumping  area. 

2.  Be  sure  all  discarded  smoking  material  is  out. 

3.  Don't  leave  a  live  camp  or  cooking  fire. 

4.  Most  important  —  Instruct  your  children  that 
matches  are  not  play  things.

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REPORT  OF  HISTORY  COMMITTEE 

At  the  Town  Meeting  of  March  8,  1966  under  Article 
19  of  the  Warrant  it  was  voted  to  create  a  Town  History 
Committee.  This  group  was  especially  instructed  to  ex- 
amine such  historical  data  as  was  already  compiled  and 
particularly  that  of  the  late  Rev.  R.  H.  Tibbals,  and  to 
give  an  opinion  on  the  further  work  and  cost  involved  in 
publishing  his  document.  Since  the  Tibbals  account  was 
written  primarily  to  record  happenings  from  1877,  where 
Dr.  Cochrane's  record  left  off,  to  approximately  1940,  the 
Committee  was  also  instructed  to  investigate  ways  and 
means  to  bring  the  history  of  the  Town  up  to  date. 

In  June  1966  the  Selectmen  appointed  the  following 
committee:  Hiram  W.  Johnson,  Chairman,  William  H. 
Hurlin,  Byron  G.  Butterfield,  Miss  Myrtie  K.  Brooks,  Mrs. 
Maurice  A.  Poor,  who  served  as  secretary,  EUerton  H.  Ed- 
wards and  Robert  B.  Flanders. 

The  Committee  finds  that  there  is  sufficient  excellent 
material  and  recommends  publication  of  a  history  of  the 
Town  from  approximately  1877  to  1940.  This  envisions  one 
volume  of  some  550  pages  of  offset  printing,  roughly  equal- 
ly divided  between  narrative  and  geneology. 

The  geneology  is  primarily  an  extension  of  Dr.  Coch- 
rane's work  but  includes  an  excellent  report  of  those  in 
service  from  Antrim  in  World  War  I  and  accounts  of  com- 
mittees on  food  production,  public  safety,  Old  Home  Days, 
and  Welcome  Home  Celebrations  for  service  people  and  the 
founding  of  the  Myers  Post  American  Legion  and  its  Aux- 
iliary. 

Material  for  the  narrative  includes  a  resume  of  events 
recorded  in  more  detail  by  both  Dr.  Whiton  and  Dr.  Coch- 
rane. It  is  felt  that  a  resume  of  Whiton-Cochrane  history 
is  an  important  inclusion  in  any  new  work  in  view  of  the 
diminishing  availability  of  the  work  of  earlier  historians. 
This  narrative  includes  an  account  of  the  first  settlers, 
Ihe  Revolutionary  period,  incorporation  of  the  Town,  first 
Town  Meeting,  first  Town  officers,  first  schools,  list  of 
Civil  War  soldiers,  first  Cemetery,  first  post  office,  Boston 
and  Maine  Railroad,  and  a  record  of  roads  and  bridges. 

Also  included  is  an  account  of  later  events,  including 
the  histoiy  of  the  Public  Library,  Churches,  Town  Clock, 
Town  Hall,  a  list  of  High  School  graduates  and  Teachers 
1895-1940,  a  list  of  Town  Officers  1880-1937  and  an  ac- 
count of  the  Sesqui-centennial  Celebration.  This  narrative 
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also  covers  the  organization  of  the  Women's  Relief  Corps, 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  Daughters  of  the  American 
Revolution,  Antrim  Grange,  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows,  Rebekahs  and  Village  Improvement  Society.  Also 
included  are  accounts  of  the  establishment  of  the  Antrim 
Reporter  and  the  Clinton  &  South  Village  Water  Co. 

The  Committee  is  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that 
further  work  and  cost  are  necessary  to  edit  this  material. 

Three  possible  approaches  to  publication  have  been 
considered  — 

First:  To  secure  the  services  of  a  paid  wi'iter  to  con- 
tinue Rev.  Tibbals'  work  from  1940  to  date.  We  question 
the  possibility  of  securing  competent  talent  within  the 
cost  of  successfully  subsidizing  the  work  and  we  question 
if  there  would  be  sufficient  public  sale  if  the  work  were 
published.  In  1954  the  Town  of  Peterborough  published 
one  thousand  copies  of  the  Morison  Histoiy  and  offered 
it  at  $15  per  copy.  Today  Peterborough  has  600  copies  still 
unsold  even  at  a  reduced  price  of  $12.50  per  copy.  The 
committee  does  not  recommend  spending  the  necessary 
money  at  this  time  to  bring  the  history  forward  from  1940 
to  date. 

Second:  To  suggest  that  the  Town  subsidize  an  edition 
of  1,000  copies  of  the  Tibbals  work  -  1877-1940.  This  pro- 
posal would  be  dependent  on  finding  the  necessary  talent 
to  edit  his  work  and  put  it  into  shape  for  publication.  We 
estimate  the  cost  would  be  at  least  $20,000  and  that  it 
would  take  twenty  to  thirty  years  for  the  Town  to  get  its 
costs  back  through  sale  of  the  book.  And  it  should  be  re- 
membered that  this  history  ending  in  1940  would  still  be 
25  years  from  an  up-to-date  chronicle.  In  view  of  forth- 
coming demands  for  other  more  essential  Town  services 
we  do  not  recommend  this  expenditure  at  this  time. 

Third:  In  view  of  its  excellence  and  the  desii'ability  of 
further  memorializing  the  Town  at  least  in  a  limited  way, 
it  is  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  committee  that  the 
work  of  Rev.  Tibbals  be  preserved  in  other  than  manu- 
script form.  The  majority  recommendation  is  that  the 
Town,  dependent  on  securing  the  necessary  editorial  as- 
sistance to  put  the  material  into  shape  for  printing,  un- 
derwrite the  cost  of  a  small  edition  of  200  bound  copies 
of  approximately  550  pages,  printed  2  sides  by  offset  at 
a  cost  of  not  over  $5,000.  It  is  believed  this  figure  will  cover 
cost  of  printing,  illustrations,  typing  and  editing.  A  price 
of  $25  per  copy  for  sale  to  the  public  is  recommended. 
The  Committee  is  in  no  position  to  estimate  the  length 
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of  time  involved  in  selling  out  this  proposed  edition.  The 
Committee  also  recommends  distributing  15  to  20  copies 
to  selected  New  Hampshire  libraries  and  historical  societies 
without  cost. 

We  therefore  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  con- 
tinuing committee  and  that  the  sum  of  not  over  $5,000 
be  appropriated  for  its  use. 

We  recommend  that  all  unexpended  sums  of  former 
History  appropriations  be  returned  to  the  General  Fund 
of  the  Town.

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COMMISSIONER'S  REPORT 

This  past  year  has  seen  the  completion  of  plans  which 
have  been  several  years  in  the  making  and  execution;  that 
of  an  additional  source  of  water!  This  past  summer  and 
fall  the  pump  house  was  built  and  the  pump  and  controls 
installed.  Water  was  pumped  into  the  system  on  Oct.  6, 
1966  for  the  first  time,  and  we  have  since  started  the  pump 
at  regular  intervals  to  keep  the  equipment  in  condition 
for  any  contingency;  a  total  of  320,000  gals,  has  been 
pumped  to  date.  The  performance  of  the  pump  has  been 
excellent  and  all  that  we  had  hoped;  in  fact  the  entire 
installation  is  something  of  which  we  can  all  be  proud. 
The  total  cost  to  the  Precinct,  including  all  the  explora- 
tion, test  wells,  pump  tests,  land  and  rights  of  way 
amounts  to  $54,240.20.  This  does  not  include  all  the  en- 
gineering done  by  the  Commissioners  with  the  advice  and 
assistance  of  Mr.  Francis  Sullivan  of  the  R.  E.  Chapman 
Co.,  Mr.  Harold  Scott  of  Scott  Associates,  and  Mr.  George 
Edwards  of  E.  H.  Edwards  &  Son  Co.,  Inc.,  who  were  very 
generous  of  their  time  and  talent,  and  we  are  most  grate- 
ful for  their  part  in  the  project. 

We  seem  to  be  using  water  at  an  ever  increasing 
rate  as  the  records  of  the  last  few  months  indicate  a 
definite  upward  trend,  with  130,000  gals,  per  day  being  a 
common  occurrence.  This  has  put  a  severe  burden  on  the 
chlorinator  as  well  as  Ben  Pratt,  who  has  to  use  his  car 
as  a  truck  to  haul  bleach  and  regularly  makes  tv/o  trips 
a  week  to  add  more  solution.  We  propose  to  add  a  small 
storage  house  attached  to  the  chlorinator  building  and 
have  the  bleach  delivered  directly;  this  addition  will  also 
eliminate  the  sloping  doors  which  have  a  tendency  to 
freeze  and  ofcen  requires  chopping  ice  away  to  gain  ac- 
cess to  the  building.  The  feeder  mechanism  is  becoming 
very  badly  corroded  and  is  almost  impossible  to  adjust, 
so  we  have  included  $850  in  the  budget  to  renew  the  feeder 
with  a  nev/er  and  more  trouble-free  model. 

The  gate  house  at  Campbell  Pond  must  be  replaced 
as  well  as  the  main  valve.  The  gate  house  at  Gregg  Lake 
needs  new  sills,  a  new  floor  and  a  coat  of  paint.  The  dam 
and  dike  at  the  lake  both  need  repair;  there  is  brush  and 
debris  to  be  removed  and  we  have  included  money  in  the 
budget  for  this  purpose. 

The  only  major  change  in  the  water  system  is  a  pro- 
posed replacement  of  the  2"  galvanized  pipe  on  Wallace 
St.  which  is  practically  solid  with  rust,  if  the  water  which 
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comes  out  is  any  possible  indication.  We  propose  to  use 
6"  cast  iron  with  a  possible  eventual  tie-in  with  a  line 
down  Mescilbrooks  Ave.  sometime  in  the  future;  this 
would  also  add  more  fire  protection,  since  a  hydrant  could 
be  located  at  the  end  of  Wallace  St. 

The  only  damage  to  a  fire  hydrant  we  have  ever  had 
occurred  two  days  before  the  end  of  the  year  when  the 
hydrant  in  front  of  Dr.  Chandler's  office  was  hit  by  a  car 
and  snapped  off;  but  no  loss  of  water  resulted,  proving 
the  wisdom  of  using  the  type  of  hydrant  which  opens 
against  water   pressure. 

Due  to  the  reduced  expenses  this  coming  year,  in 
comparison  with  the  last  two  years,  we  do  not  expect  to 
borrow  any  money  other  than  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 
The  new  billing  dates  for  water  rents  seem  to  be  working 
out  well.  In  an  effort  to  lighten  the  load  on  the  taxpayer 
and  water  customer,  we  have  made  an  attempt  to  econo- 
mize wherever  possible  and  believe  we  should  be  able  to 
reduce  both  water  rents  and  precinct  taxes  by  10%  this 
year. 

We  make  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  we  collect  90%  of  the  rates  now  in  effect. 

2.  That  the  Precinct  raise  the  sum  of  $3,375.28  by 
taxation.

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GREGG  LAKE 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  WilUam  H.  Hurhn, 
the  Water  Rights  and  property  at  Gregg  Lake,  formerly 
owned  by  the  Clinton  &  South  Village  Water  Co.,  were 
transferred  to  the  Antrim  Precinct  to  be  administered 
for  the  benefit  of  the  town  of  Antrim.  The  lake  is  one  of 
the  beauty  spots  of  the  town  and  draws  many  summer  vis- 
itors, some  of  whom  become  property  owners  and  tax 
payers,  and  we  believe  that  this  was  one  of  the  things 
that  prompted  Mr.  Hurlin  to  make  sure  that  this  natural 
resource  be  protected.  The  other  reason  being  that  Great 
Brook  flowing  thru  the  center  of  Antrim  makes  the  town 
almost  unique  with  adequate  water  readily  available  for 
fire  fighting. 

By  actual  test,  it  was  determined  that  a  minimum 
flow  of  600  gals,  per  minute  would  approximate  the  na- 
tural flow  available,  and  Mr.  Hurlin,  with  the  welfare  of 
all  of  us  in  mind,  made  sure  that  this  was  plainly  spelled 
out  in  the  deed;  and  charged  the  Precinct  with  the  re- 
sponsibility to  control  the  flowage  in  Great  Brook  in  such 
a  manner  as  to  bring  the  greatest  benefit  to  both  the 
people  at  the  lake  and  the  village. 

In  the  year  and  a  half  since  the  Precinct  assumed 
control,  the  Commissioners  have  attempted  to  be  impar- 
tial, and  by  adhering  closely  to  the  terms  of  the  deed, 
have  incurred  criticism  from  both  sides.  The  people  at 
the  lake  feel  that  excessive  amounts  of  water  are  being 
released,  while  many  in  the  village  feel  that  an  insuffic- 
ient amount  is  allowed  to  flow.  It  is  hoped  that  a  return 
to  more  normal  amounts  of  annual  rainfall  will  enable 
us  to  satisfy  both  groups. 

As  described  in  the  Commissioners'  Report,  in  the 
coming  year  we  intend  to  make  repairs  to  the  gatehouse, 
remove  brush  from  the  dam,  and  repair  the  dike.  In  fu- 
ture years  it  is  our  intent  to  continue  to  make  improve- 
ments as  circumstances  permit,  and  to  maintain  the  dam 
and  its  appurtenances  in  a  manner  best  suited  to  benefit 
the  town  as  a  whole.

The  budget  for  teachers  salaries  is  increased  $8,250  over  last  year. 
However,  it  will  be  remembered  that  last  year's  budget  contained 
$4,800  for  a  teacher  that  was  not  hired.  This  would  bring  this  year's 
proposal  over  last  year's  expenditure  to  $13,050.  This  breaks  down 
as  follows:  $5,000  for  new  elementary  teacher,  $5,600  for  regular  in- 
crements, and  $2,450  toward  bringing  present  staff  members  up  to 
schedule  over  a  period  of  years.  The  $5,000  for  the  new  teacher  will 
enable  the  elementary  intermediate  grades  to  departmentalize  which 
will  allow  the  teachers  to  teach  their  strengths  and  allow  more  em- 
phasis on  reading.  It  will  also  allow  the  principal  to  devote  a  small 
portion  of  his  time  to  supervision  and  administration. 

Textbooks:  This  figure  is  based  on  the  felt  needs  of  the  faculty 
and  does  not  include  "fill  ins"  requested  after  school  starts  in  Septem- 
ber. 

Library  and  A.V.  Aids:  This  increase  is  due  to  a  greater  use  of 
this  media  of  teaching  and  the  acquisition  of  new  equipment  for  which 
supplies  must  be  purchased. 

Teaching  Supplies:  Our  previous  budgets  have  not  kept  up  with 
increasing  enrollment.  Last  year  we  spent  $4,690  in  this  area  —  $1,265 
over  the  appropriation.  The  $1,475  is  an  attempt  to  bring  the  avail- 
able funds  in  line  with  the  requirements. 

Contracted  Services:  Dictaphone  rental  service  is  provided  for 
the  first  time.  At  this  time  it  is  cheaper  than  owning  your  own  equip- 
ment. $50  Television  payment  to  U.N.H.  is  down  $5.  Contracted  test- 
ing service  up  $50.  It  is  proposed  to  make  more  extensive  use  of 
this  service. 

Other  Expenses:  Travel  expense  for  the  high  school  principal  up 
$25.  This  area  includes  a  new  item  of  $800  to  subsidize  teachers'  ex- 
penses at  summer  school,  improving  their  background  for  the  posi- 
tion they  hold  in  our  school  .system.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  MESSAGE 

When  in  the  course  of  human  events  it  becomes  neces- 
sary for  the  voters  of  a  school  district  to  make  a  judgment 
relative  to  the  organizational  structure  of  its  educational 
program,  serious  thinking  should  be  the  basis  for  making 
a  determination.  This  is  the  problem  with  which  most  of 
the  districts  in  Union  #24  are  faced  this  year  and  possibly 
next.  The  decision  of  the  voters  will  point  the  direction 
for  educational  endeavors  within  their  communities  for 
the  next  decade  and  perhaps  longer.  It  is  not  too  difficult 
to  make  decisions  for  a  one  or  two  year  period  as  the  prece- 
dents provide  quite  adequate  information  on  which  to 
make  a  judgment.  However,  to  decide  in  1966  what  is  go- 
ing to  be  best  in  1970  requires  a  different  type  of  thinking 
and  a  considerable  amount  of  guesstimation.  Probably 
by  the  time  this  is  being  read  some  decisions  will  have 
been  made  but  I  expect  there  will  be  more  to  come.  There- 
fore as  I  proceed  with  my  report  I  shall  try  to  provide 
some  information  for  your  consideration  without  ex- 
cessively showing  my  prejudices. 

Federal 

We  are  now  in  the  second  year  of  involvement  in  the 
federal  aid  to  education  program.  P.L.  89:10  with  its  vari- 
ous titles  has  been  tied  to  the  government's  poverty  pro- 
gram and  consequently  has  not  provided  to  the  rural 
areas  anything  but  "peanut  programs"  financially.  How- 
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ever,  we  have  been  able  to  utilize  these  meager  funds  to 
provide  some  additional  services  or  improve  some  exist- 
ing services  in  a  manner  which  would  not  have  been  done 
had  these  funds  not  been  available.  We  have  also  been 
able  under  these  programs  to  acquire  a  considerable 
amount  of  equipment  which  would  not  otherwise  have 
been  available.  Our  libraries  have  been  able  to  improve 
themselves  measurably  under  the  Title  II  program. 

Unfortunately  the  proliferation  of  the  Viet  Nam  con- 
flict and  the  aid  to  education  program  came  into  being  at 
about  the  same  time.  Now  at  a  time  when  it  was  expected 
the  education  program  would  be  funded  in  increasing 
amounts  the  requests  for  larger  appropriations  to  carry 
on  the  war  are  going  to  receive  top  priority  and  it  is  ex- 
pected that  funds  available  for  educational  purposes  will 
be  of  a  token  nature.  Therefore,  I  expect  that  at  all  levels 
of  government  there  will  be  a  reduction  of  expenditures 
of  federal  funds  for  education. 

State 

Article  83  of  the  Constitution  of  New  Hampshire 
states,  "...  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  legislators  and 
magistrates  in  all  future  periods  of  this  government  to 
cherish  the  interest  of  literature  and  the  sciences  and  all 
seminaries  and  public  schools,  ..."  That  the  legislature 
took  its  obligation  seriously  is  evidenced  by  the  document 
entitled  "New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated 
Relating  to  Public  Schools."  To  administer  the  laws  en- 
acted relative  to  public  schools  the  legislature  created 
the  State  Board  of  Education  and  spelled  out  Its  powers 
in  Chapter  186,  section  5  as  follows  in  part,  "The  State 
Board  shall  have  the  same  powers  of  management,  super- 
vision and  direction  over  public  schools  in  this  state  as 
the  directors  of  a  business  corporation  has  over  its  busi- 
ness ...  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  school  boards  and  em- 
ployes of  school  districts  to  comply  with  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  State  Board." 

The  above  should  leave  no  question  as  to  where  the 
responsibility  for  quality  of  New  Hampshire's  educational 
opportunities  lies  Probably  few  would  argue  that  this  is 
not  as  it  should  be.  However,  there  is  a  growing  dichotomy 
between  the  two  groups  listed  above  and  the  local  com- 
munities who  have  carried  the  burden  of  implementing 
the  mandates  of  the  legislature  and  the  directives  of  the 
State  Board. 

The  legislature  and  the  state  board  in  their  endeavors 
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to  provide  quality  education  for  all  the  pupils  in  the  state 
have  found  it  necessary  to  issue  directives  which  required 
many  communities  to  upgrade  their  educational  efforts 
to  a  considerable  extent.  At  the  state  level  it  was  recog- 
nized that  some  communities  were  more  able  to  support 
quality  education  than  others.  In  order  to  aid  the  less 
affluent  communities  maintain  its  educational  offering 
at  the  level  requested,  the  Foundation  Aid  program  was 
established  and  in  later  years  Building  Aid,  Sweepstakes, 
Education  for  the  Deaf,  Physically  Handicapped  and 
Mentally  Retarded  programs  came  into  being.  None  of 
these  programs  have  been  funded  to  the  extent  of  the 
need  and  very  few  to  the  extent  of  the  statutes. 

A  good  example  of  this  lack  of  funding  the  state  aid 
programs  is  revealed  when  it  is  observed  that  in  1966-67 
Antrim  received  $11,917.71  from  the  Foundation  Aid  pro- 
gram and  if  full  payment  would  be  made  in  1967-68  they 
would  receive  $52,294.66.  In  Hillsboro-Deering  they  re- 
ceived nothing  in  1966-67  but  if  the  program  was  fully 
funded  for  1967-68  they  would  receive  $68,730.85. 

Few  people  realize  the  extent  that  change  is  taking 
place  in  education  today.  To  attempt  to  keep  up  with  this 
change  the  state  is  putting  more  and  more  pressure  on 
local  communities  to  upgrade  their  educational  efforts. 
It  is  obvious  that  the  improvement  of  present  services  and 
the  addition  of  new  services  plus  the  inflationary  trend  in 
all  phases  of  operation  is  of  great  concern  to  the  local 
school  districts  who  now  carry  the  brunt  of  the  burden 
of  financing  their  educational  endeavors.  It  is  well  known 
that  the  State  Board  is  considering  new  standards  for 
various  phases  of  the  state's  educational  program  and 
that  the  1967  legislature  will  be  considering  legislation 
which  will  increase  the  cost  to  the  local  school  districts. 
To  what  extent  can  the  local  districts  absorb  these  addi- 
tional costs? 

I  am  among  the  growing  number  who  feel  that  with 
the  responsibility  for  establishing  educational  standards 
in  the  state  goes  the  responsibility  to  financially  support 
these  programs  to  a  greater  extent  than  the  state  is  now 
doing,  and  that  until  such  time  as  the  state  is  willing  to 
assume  a  much  more  realistic  responsibility,  no  new  pro- 
grams be  implemented  at  the  state  level  which  require 
local  level  funding- 
While  we  are  discussing  school  costs,  let  us  again  ex- 
amine the  state  average  per  pupil  cost  for  tuition  pur- 
poses which  does  not  include  debt  service  and  transporta- 
tion:

For  the  first  time  in  years  Hillsboro-Deering  is  able 
to  establish  their  tuition  rate  in  line  with  the  state  aver- 
age. The  school  board  has  taken  advantage  of  the  two 
percent  rental  factor  allowed  and  have  increased  their 
1967-68  rate  from  $475  to  $600  per  high  school  pupil. 

You  are  all  probably  cognizant  of  the  fact  that  the 
State  Board  of  Education  has  joined  the  Hopkinton  and 
Henniker  School  Districts  to  Supervisory  Union  #24  as 
of  July  1,  1967.  The  office  will  continue  to  be  in  Hillsboro 
but  because  of  space  requirements  it  may  be  necessary  to 
relocate.  There  will  be  two  additional  members  of  the 
staff  and  I  wish  to  welcome  Mr.  Douglas  Brown  who  has 
been  elected  to  the  position  of  assistant  superintendent. 
He  will  spend  a  considerable  amount  of  his  time  working 
wdth  personnel  and  curriculum,  areas  which  have  been 
neglected  by  this  office  of  late. 

At  the  1966  annual  district  meetings  Antrim,  Ben- 
nington and  Hillsboro-Deering  elected  committees  which 
have  been  involved  in  studies  which  could  lead  to  mem- 
bership in  a  cooperative  school  district.  A  year  ago  it 
looked  as  though  Antrim,  Bennington,  Hillsboro-Deering, 
Henniker  and  V/eare  had  cause  to  feel  that  there  was  con- 
siderable merit  in  joining  for  educational  purposes.  To- 
day the  picture  had  changed  drastically.  Bennington  and 
Antrim  have  withdrawn  from  the  above  group  and  have 
cast  their  lot  in  the  direction  of  the  Peterborough  study 
while  Hopkinton  has  joined  in  study  with  the  remaining 
districts.  If  all  the  districts  involved  in  the  studies  become 
members  of  the  respective  cooperative  school  districts 
there  will  be  enough  pupils  involved  to  program  educa- 
tional opportunities  comparable  to  most  in  the  state  at  a 
per  pupil  cost  v/hich  must  be  considered  favorable  in  the 
light  of  the  previously  listed  advancement.  Antrim,  Hills- 
boro-Deering, Hopkinton  and  Weare  are  or  soon  will  be 
faced  with  building  programs  if  they  do  not  become  a 
part  of  a  cooperative.  Therefore,  this  is  an  opportune  time 
to  be  considering  such  a  move.  By  the  time  you  read  this 
the  coop  will  have  been  accepted  or  rejected  by  the  in- 
volved districts.  It  is  my  hope  that  should  there  be  a  failure 
at  this  time  that  the  same  groups  will  again  try  to  present

to  the  voters  an  acceptable  program  in  the  veiy  near  fu- 
ture. All  are  faced  with  financing  adequate  programs  and 
nearly  all  are  faced  with  new  construction.  My  personal 
feeling  is  that  the  only  answer  is  for  a  joint  solution  to 
these  problems.  The  day  of  an  adequate  small  operation  is 
past  and  the  sooner  the  problem  of  size  is  solved  the  soon- 
er v/e  can  get  on  with  the  job  of  quality  education. 

For  the  first  time  in  my  life  I  found  myself  joined 
with  several  other  superintendents  opening  school  with 
a  vacancy  on  the  teaching  staff.  Fortunately  I  was  able 
to  obtain  a  person  to  fill  this  vacancy  within  two  weeks 
so  lit  Lie  was  lost.  However,  such  an  experience  is  frighten- 
ing when  it  is  obvious  that  our  teacher  training  institu- 
tions will  be  unable  to  improve  the  teacher  shortage  situa- 
tion for  at  least  three  more  years.  Your  board  has  moved 
in  the  direction  of  making  teacher  procurement  funds 
available  comparable  to  most  New  Hampshire  districts, 
but  again  this  year  I  anticipate  a  most  difficult  time  in 
filling  our  staff  vacancies. 

Again  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  those 
with  whom  I  have  worked  for  their  fine  cooperation  and 
to  all  others  for  any  contributions  they  may  have  made 
in  the  interest  of  education.  Through  such  cooperative 
spirit,  we  do  move  forward.
